A new male coach 
for the field hockey team arrived and there was no rugby in the school for the first 
three years. School dances were held in the Cafeteria (everyone could fit in!) and 
with no PAC for the first few years, assemblies were in the cafeteria too. Drama was 
held in the basement of the Atkins where the computer room is and ‘Grease’ was 
our ‘risque’ musical, performed on the Junior Girls stage in the gym with Dr. J 
playing Teen Angel and singing! Several members of staff were the comic relief in 
Midsummer Night’s Dream with the Headmaster playing Bottom and it seemed as 
though everyone was in the choirs which of course were super. Then we grew and 
added and then...... 


Peer indeed, I have a sea of memories of these early years which were full of 
excitement, adventure and surprises. We have to thank, of course, those governors, 
parents and staff who had the forethought and willpower to join the two schools 
together, and especially Mrs. Wilmot and Mr. Walker who guided the schools to 
amalgamation and then led the amalgamated school for a year as joint Heads. We 
must also thank the students of those early days for their huge commitment, their 
abundant optimism and their unflagging enthusiasm. (How we treasured our early 
triumphs and nurtured our successes!) Now, we can finally think of ourselves as 
one school — Glenlyon-Norfolk School — and we can look forward eagerly to the 
next decade, I hope, in the same spirit and with the same joy.
